George H. Hill 


George was the son of John Hill (abt. 1818 to 1898) and 
Annie Robinson (abt. 1835 to 1890). Not much is known 
about the pair, though we do know that Annie was born in Office--37 Mary St., Barrie 
Ireland and John was born in Ontario. History also records s ; 
that John was a carpenter by trade. John and Annie had at MONEY TO LOAN. 
least five children as follows: Ad trom Northern Advanes, Dacia apd 


George H. (1856 - 1929) Catherina Amelia (1860 - 1937) 
Thomas (1859- ? ) Frederick A. (1866- ? ) 
John (peers eT) 


Annie passed away at the age of 65 on Feb 3™, 1890. John continued on, living with his son 
Frederick until he passed away at the age of 80 on March 22™, 1898. 


George was born on January 26", 1856 in Toronto 
and spent his younger days living in Barrie with his 
parents. Sometime during the 1870s George took up 
the trade of a cobbler, learning his skills from John 
Sweeny (1825- 1894). Mr. Sweeny had a shoe store 
on Dunlop Street selling and repairing shoes. Ads 
for his business can be found in Barrie’s earliest 
newspapers, starting in 1854.

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After learning the shoemaking trade, George 
headed to Toronto to earn a living. The 1881 census lists George, age 26, shoe maker, living in 
Toronto at 322 Queen St with the family of John McKeown who ran a boot & shoe business 
from this location. 


In about 1883 George headed back to Simcoe County, this time taking up residence in the town 
of Thornton where he would spend the next 46 years of his life.® 


At age 30, George married Laura Hannah Martin on Aug 17", 1887. Laura was born on October 


3", 1859 and was the daughter of Caesar Alfred Martin and Mary Eliza Hanna. The Martin 
family was in the tailoring business and this is no doubt where Laura learned to be seamstress. A

directory from 1887 list Dressmakers Misses Marin & Cumber operating in Thornton; a business 
Laura was likely a partner in. 


In the 1891 census George and Laura are listed as having three tenant’s, all dressmakers. History 
records that at one point, Laura was employing up to six’. Though unconfirmed, it’s assumed 
that George was at this time working in Henry Ball’s store repairing shoes or perhaps he was 
employed by William Marin, the cobbler listed as operating in Thornton in 1880s and 90s. 


In early 1902 George and Laura took over Henry Ball’s, store discontinuing the grocery 
business. They carried on with the sale and repair of boots and shoes and George, who 
apparently was also a barber, used part of the store as a barbershop.'” Laura continued to be self- 
employed as a dressmaker. It was at this time that George would have ordered his tokens, likely 
as a way of advertising his new store given that they are pocket pieces rather than due bills.

George must have rented the store for the first few years because it was not until August 1910 
that he purchased the store for $810.'! It should be noted that the possibility does exist that 
George in fact had a separate store from 1902 until 1910. The historical record seem to indicate 
otherwise, but the possibly can’t be eliminated. Additionally, George was in fact the third owner 
of the store as a gentleman named Chester Thompson bought the store in Aug 1910 then sold it a 
month later to George at a loss.

George and Laura must have retired from the shoe business in 1919 because on March 24, 1919 
George Hill received $2,300 from Norman Thompson, the next owner of the store. This might 

have only been a down payment because after George’s death, Laura Hill received an additional 
$3,150 from Norman.'” 


George and Laura were long time members of the Thornton 
community. Although they married young, they never had any 
children. On Sept 21, 1929 George was with friends in Thornton 
when he indicated he wasn’t feeling well. At home his condition 
grew rapidly worse and although a doctor was called, within half 
an hour George had passed away. He was 73.'° Laura continued to 
reside in Thornton until her death on January 31, 1935. George 
and Laura are interred in the Barrie Union Cemetery. 


Norman Cecil Thompson Sa Sec othe oes. 


The next merchant connected with the store is Norman Cecil Thompson, son of John Thompson 
(1833 - 1911). John was a lifelong resident of Essa Township and had a farm just north of the 
town of Egbert on part of lot 12 of the 8 concession of Essa Township. John appears to have 
been a farmer his whole life. On January 29", 1863, John married Elizabeth Hodgins (1842 — 
1872), originally from Ireland, and they had at least four children as follows: 


Francis (1864-— ? ) William (1865- ? ) 
George (1867 — 1911) Margaret Jane (1869 — 1932) 


Tragically Elizabeth died young at the age of 30 when she pasted away in January 1872. Left 
with four young children to care for, John quickly found a second wife in Hannah Moffit (1845 — 
1917). She joined him on the farm and they had at least five children as follows: 


Laura Elizabeth (1872- ? ) — Alfred (1874 — 1953) 
Mary Elen (1877- ? ) Norman Cecil (1880 — 1958) 
Albert Ernest (1882- ? ) 


John died on February 22" 1911 at the age of 76. Alfred took over the farm when his father 
passed away and Hannah stayed there until her death on December 24", 1917 at the age of 72. 
John & Hannah are interred at Christ Church Cemetery in Ivy. 


Their son Norman Cecil Thompson was born on November 4", 1880. From the early census 
records, Norman is listed as living on his parent’s farm where he undoubtedly helped with the 
daily chores and obligations that came with rural life. As late as 1911, Norman is still listed as a 
farmer in the Egbert area.

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On October 20", 1909, Norman married Jessie Smith, daughter of Robert Smith and Agnes Holt. 
Although they married young, Norman and Jessie never had any children. However they must 
have had a hand in rising Elizabeth Ethel Matthews (1905 - 2002) who is listed as their niece. 
She is given special mention in Norman’s obituary and is interred with Norman & Jessie. 


Norman must have felt the need to change professions because in March of 1919 he took over 
the boot and shoe business from George Hill. It’s likely that Norman and George were close 
friends as Norman was the person who registered George’s official death certificate. During 
Norman’s time as owner of the store the barber shop at the back was converted into the public 
library.'* Besides being a farmer and shoe salesman, Norman was also a Mason. Norman was a 
member of Manitoba Lodge No. 236 in Cookstown. 


Exactly when Norman retired is unknown. Norman passed away on September 9" 1958 and is 
interred with his wife Jessie (1887 — 1961) in the Thornton Union Cemetery.

After Norman, the owners and the date they 
sold the store are as follows: Ernest & Ellen Finch - 1961, William & Margaret Hogan - 1968, 
George & Violet Gold - 1970, Donna Speers - 1975, Kevin & Leslie Hiles - 1985, Marion 
Anderson - 1987, Gordon Coates & David Atkinson - 1989, David Atkinson - 1994

store in 1991 and bought the building in 1994 from David Atkinson. Together she and Bruce 
Monk run the Ice Cream Parlour and are well known members of the Thornton community.

The Tokens 


There are four tokens listed for George Hill’s store. They are the same token struck in four 
different metals. They are round, 25mm in diameter, and struck in brass (McColl 438), copper 
(McColl 438a), aluminum (McColl 438b), and German silver (McColl 439). They have the following 
description: 


Obverse: For Good / And / Reliable / Footwear / Try / Geo. Hill / Thornton, Ont. 


Reverse: British — Boer War / Peace / In / (Clasped Hands) / South / Africa / Oct. 
11. 1899. To May 31. 1902. 
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Aluminum German Silver 


Notes on the Tokens 


e Based on the reverse designed used, we know that tokens were struck by the Cranston Novelty 
company of Galt, Ont. 


e From McColl’s 1902 sales list we know the following mintages: 
oO Brass—110 issued, Copper, Aluminum, & German Silver — 10 issued in each metal 


e The mintages supplied by McColl are usually suspect as the die-sinker could always make more 
tokens after the fact. However with this information we see that the original order placed by 
George Hill was for 100 brass tokens, with the die-sinker then producing 10 more for collectors. 


e All the tokens can be considered scarce.

The subject City of London token, not previously recorded, was recently found. The first 
token shown above, was obtained from the estate of a former London, Ontario collector 
who had it in his collection for over forty years. The second token was located during 


research for this article and was in the collection belonging to Mr. Keith Lefler of 
London. 


It will be noted Mr. Lefler’s token is somewhat different in the die alignment of letters. 
Perhaps the most significant is the placement of “LONDON” below the “CITY OF”. 
Other differences will also be noted. There are also small differences in size and weight. 
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The token has represented a real challenge to research. The assistance, interest and 
willingness from many local individuals ultimately made this article possible. The aim of 
the research sought answers to four principal questions: 


-was it a London, Ontario token 
-what was its purpose 

-when was it used 

-what value did it represent 


Initial attempts through usual library sources brought forward no information, and 
unfortunately the Corporation of the City of London, Ontario does not possess Archives. 
Nevertheless, a request to the City of London offices, addressed to Jim Purser, Manager 
of Records & Information Services was very well received, but early attempts to locate 
any information regarding the token in their records were unsuccessful. Mr. Purser then 
offered to place a request [which included an image of the token] to the employees for 
any information through the City’s internal website. This created considerable interest, 
and a response from City employee Lorne Seaton, Associate Director of Technology 
Services provided most important data acquired from his father-in-law, Mr. Edward G. 
[Ted] Oakley. 


Mr. Oakley was born at Toronto, Ontario on February 5, 1917 and moved to London, 
Ontario at an early age. He served overseas in the Navy during WWII and after the war 
was in the employ of Labatt Brewing Company Ltd. in London for 38 years before his 
retirement. Mr. Oakley, now 92 years of age, clearly recalls helping his grandfather with 
gravel taken from the Thames River when he was around 12 years old in 1929. He 
recounts how anyone with a team of horses and wagon, or a truck, could take a load of 
gravel from the river and upon leaving with a full load a City employee at the “Gravel 
Shack” would hand the token shown above to the hauler, which could be redeemed at 
City Hall. It is presumed the tokens were issued by the City’s Works Department. Mr. 
Oakley mentioned it was the City’s goal to remove the gravel in order to keep the river 
low so as to prevent flooding. 


Mr. Oakley recalled many uses for the gravel such as for roads, driveways and 
construction. It was a ‘washed gravel’ without sand and could also be used for almost 
any purpose including concrete for foundations. He recalls the use of scoops with 
handles that were pulled by horses for gathering the gravel. He is not certain if this 
procedure was performed by the City. Mr. Oakley also has described some of the 
wagons used, which had wider wheels at the rear and smaller ones in front that could turn 
under the wagon deck. he wagons were generally 4-5 feet wide and 8-10 feet long. 
Some wagons had a chain contraption that could be turned so as to open bottom 
floorboards which allowed the gravel to slowly drop out of the wagon so that manual 
labour was not required to shovel the load off the wagon. Mr. Oakley also recalls many 
fights amongst the teamsters [horse team drivers] as a result of some stepping out of line 
and trying to barge ahead of their turn to load. 
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Mr. Oakley stated the location where the gravel was taken was from the west side of the 
Thames below Blackfriars Bridge, and south to approximately Stanley Street. This river 
location has also been confirmed by two other sources. However it may be possible 
gravel was taken from other river sites as well. Mr. Oakley recalls gravel was also taken 
from a pit at a site that is now known as Euston Park. The use of tokens there is not 
known. The pit eventually became a landfill and is now a community park. 


Another London resident and former City employee, Mr. Kenneth Reidy, also provided 
information regarding the gravel from the Thames. He advised access to the river was 
just south of the Blackfriars Bridge on the west side, near the corner of Napier Street and 
Cummings Avenue. He stated the gate used was still there and an inspection by the 
writer revealed part of the gate and a link chain is indeed there. On the other side of the 
gate there is a lane with moderate grade which leads to the river flats. The river is easily 
accessible there with hardly any river banking. 


Mr. Don Chambers, Manager of Customer Relations & Compliance, at City Hall also 
came forward to offer some interesting information. Some years ago he uncovered a 
group of old negatives at City Hall, showing horses and wagons and workers loading the 
wagons. He had some of the negatives developed. These photos were shown to another 
long time City employee by the name of Frank Rowe. Mr. Rowe recalled the scenes and 
identified them as being at the Thames River and that the wagons were being loaded with 
gravel. Mr. Rowe passed away a few years ago. 


Additional information was also sought through a request placed in the London Free 
Press newspaper in their weekly column “Reader to Reader”. This request entitled “Do 
You Recognize This City Token’ was accompanied with the token image and appeared in 
the July 18, 2009 issue. The following two responses were received. 


Mr. Douglas Flood from Lambeth, ON recounted information he had learned from his 
grandfather who had indicated a token was given when a load of gravel was brought to a 
City work site. Specifically Mr. Flood recalls that his grandfather hauled, with a team of 
horses, gravel from an Elmwood Avenue and Wharncliffe Road area to the Springbank 
Dam construction site. This dam was completed in 1929. The gravel pit mentioned here, 
is not far from Euston Park quoted earlier. 


London resident Eldon Fortney mentioned his father obtaining gravel in the east end of 
London, and taking it to the Adelaide Street bridge construction site, and getting a token 
for each load delivered. It is not determined if these tokens were issued by the City. The 
dates he mentioned were late 1930s to early 1940s. The Adelaide bridge opened in 1947. 


At the beginning of this article mention was made of Mr. Keith Lefler. Mr. Lefler was 
Senior Accountant in the City of London Finance department for 27 years. He obtained 
his token in the 1960’s and at that time made extensive enquiries about the token to long 
tenured City of London workers, including those with outside duties. None of these 
individuals could recall any circumstances regarding use of the token. Over the years Mr. 
Lefler tried but was never able to gather any substantive information. 
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Thanks to several important leads provided by local historian Stephen Harding, some 
interesting references to gravel dealings by the City of London where found in the 
London Room at the Central Library, in the copies of annual Council Minute Books. In 
the 1884 record, tenders were called for both “pit” and “river” gravel to be used for 
streets and sewers. At a June 16, 1924 meeting, Council voted unanimously to accept the 
following motion: “Alderman Greer, seconded by Alderman Douglass, moves that the 
gravel pit, adjacent to the River Thames, be purchased at a cost of $4,000.00, on the 
recommendation of the City Engineer.” No further data could be found to establish the 
location of this property. 


A specific reference that the City was interested in gravel deposit removal from the 
Thames is found in the City of London, Vol. 1, 1937, No. 1 & No. 2 Committee Minutes, 
on pages 514-516 as item #1812. To recap, this section concerns a proposal by A. Cope 
& Sons, Hamilton, London and Sarnia, Ontario, with respect to removal of gravel islands 
from the Thames. The removal was to be at the direction of the City Engineer, Mr. W. 
M. Veitch, to a depth of 2 feet below water level at the locations named as: 


a] west of the C.N.R. Cove Bridge 

b] west of the Forks 

c] opposite the Ayling property south of Blackfriars Bridge 
d] any other location designated by the City Engineer 


The Assessment Roll of the City of London for 1939 indicates Sarah H. and H. W. Ayling 
owned the property at 9 Napier Street [east side of street adjacent to the river]. This 
address agrees with the river access location mentioned earlier by Mr. Kenneth Reidy. 


Some of the gravel was to be crushed to certain size and stockpiled to 20,000 cubic yards 
at designated locations. Amounts in excess of the aforementioned quantity were to revert 
to Cope, and considered as part payment for work performed. Any material unsuitable 
for crushing such as trees, shrubs etc. found in the river was to be removed and placed on 
the river’s bank clear of the water’s edge. The City would pay Cope at the rate of $2.00 
per cubic yard for the crushed gravel. The proposal also called for Cope to deposit a 
$3,000. bond with the City. At the Council meeting, Alderman A. M. Towe suggested 
that before any dredging take place, a consultation with the Government 
[Provincial/Federal?] should take place to see if such dredging would be part of their 
eventual plan for flood control. At that, Alderman W. E. Dyer moved, and it was 
adopted, that the Cope proposal be “filed”. 


As a matter of interest, A. Cope & Sons had a gravel and sand operation in London on St. 
Julien Street, at the Thames River. This was adjacent to a similar business run by 
Stanley and Russell Walmsley. 


Perhaps the most significant reference to the token subject of this article, was found in 
Proceedings of Municipal Council 1910, Tenth Report of No. 2 Committee, page 134, 
wherein Alderman J. A. Tancock [Chairman] submits the following recommendation: 


“13. That the Engineer be instructed to secure fifteen hundred metal tags for the purpose 
of checking the delivery of gravel.” The Engineer in 1910 was Mr. A. H. Van Cleve. 


Unfortunately no other information or clarification could be located in regard to this 
recommendation. Notwithstanding, the writer considers it reasonable to deduce the 
“metal tags” referred to are “tokens”. Of interest is the word “delivery”. As per above, 
we have two recollections as to when the tokens were issued i.e. at point of loading or at 
delivery. It may be possible the token had dual usage. 


It should be mentioned this token was previously seen by a prominent London 
numismatist in the mid 1970s, when an individual showed the token to a London coin 
dealer seeking information about it. The numismatist mentioned happened to be in the 
store at the same time. No information regarding the token was available or exchanged at 
that time. As a matter of interest, Mr. Lefler has confirmed he was not the person at the 
coin dealer store. 


At the beginning of this article, it was indicated four questions were attempted to be 
answered. Based on the above, there is certainty that the subject token was issued by the 
City of London, Ontario. As well its purpose[s] has been identified. From information 
given, the token would appear to have been in use from the 1910s through 1940s, or 
perhaps later. The one remaining unanswered question relates to what value the token 
represented. During the depression years it was no doubt a nominal amount. 


An interesting insight into wages was found in the City of London, Vol. 2, 1929, No. 2 
Committee Minutes. At a Council meeting on March 12, 1929 it is shown under item 
#206, that a representation was made by teamsters employed by the City. They asked for 
a 25 cent per hour raise, on top of the 50 cents they were currently getting. They also 
asked for consideration that the wages should include a factor for providing their teams of 
horses, and that the wages with horses should be $1.50 per hour. To make their point, 
they explained that bricklayers were earning $1.35 per hour. The teamster’s request was 
“deferred”. 


In the event any reader of this article can add further to the use of the token, the writer 
would be pleased to hear from them. 


The writer gratefully thanks all the City of London personnel mentioned above for their 
kind assistance provided. Appreciation is also extended to Messrs. Oakley, Reidy, Flood, 
Fortney, Harding and Lefler for their detailed recollections and information. Without 
them this short article on a piece of London history could not have been written and 
recorded. Assistance is also acknowledged from the other names mentioned below.

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Unusual WW I Loyalty Medallion 


The medallion shown above is unusual on two counts: its size and its issuer. 


It measures only 14 mm in diameter and to my knowledge and that of others who have seen it 
has not been recorded in larger sizes. 


The issuer was William Howard Hearst, 7” Premier of Ontario from October 2, 1914 to 


November 14, 1919. The town of Hearst, Ontario was named for him. 
The obverse features a bust portrait of King George V. 
The reverse reads: 


“I TELL YOU AS A CANADIAN TO CANADIANS THAT CANADA IS WITH THE 
EMPIRE AS LONG AS WE HAVE ONE MAN TO SHED HIS BLOOD AND SO LONG AS 
WE HAVE A DOLLAR TO GIVE. W. H. HEARST PREMIER OF ONTARIO” 


The strength of the sentiment and its source is exceptional even in war times. If anyone can 
comment on sightings of this or other sizes of it please let me know.

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Shoes at Shows 
By Barrie Renwick 


When Alberta became a province in 1905, the region’s established agricultural activity continued 
to provide the basis for this new area’s economy. Most notably, agriculture’s Live Stock Industry 
itself supported much of the population by occupying many individuals with the breeding, 
raising and marketing of animals and fowl and through employing others in dependent spin-off 
businesses: animal feeds and supplies, veterinary services and liveries, rail transportation, 
butchering, and by-products processing. 


In this region’s earlier territorial era, the Live Stock Industry had formed an association of 
members in specific divisions: horses, cattle, sheep, and swine. As a group association, it 
supported government breeding regulations, administered live stock affairs, educated members, 
lobbied governments and railway transporters, and sponsored stock fairs. With the emergence of 
Alberta, the old Territorial Cattle Breeders’ Association dissolved, and in the new province The 
Provincial Live Stock Associations of Alberta was founded to continue the mandate. That brings 
us to one of PLSA’s earliest fairs and a medal won there. 


The medal (EABA — 3) is copper, 50 mm in diameter. On the obverse, in quarters, are 
medallions with the head of a bull, a horse, a sheep and a swine; the quadrants separated by 
batons. The legend around reads THE PROVINCIAL LIVE STOCK ASSOCIATIONS OF ALBERTA * 
FOUNDED 1905 * The reverse shows: Awarded for (engraved) SHOEING LIGHT HORSE / SECOND 
PRIZE / C. P. SIMMONS, / FAT STOCK SHOW / 1907; below this, at the bottom, are two laurel sprigs 
tied together. In the lid of the original box is, PRITCHARD — ANDREHIS COMPANY OF OTTAWA, 
LIMITED. 


In early times, fairs such as this were called “fat stock shows.” This one was an event held in 
Calgary, April 2™ to 5". It was typical of what later came to be called a “‘winter fair,” an event 
having a horse show, a bull sale, exhibits and sales of cattle, sheep, swine, dressed carcasses and 
poultry, and eggs. Although not advertised, it’s clear this 1907 fair also had a horse shoeing 
competition together with other similar work-related events. Unfortunately for us, the local 
newspapers and agricultural magazines of the day devoted nearly all their attention to sales 
results, the names of winning animals and of exhibitors, and their own reporters’ overall 
impressions of the animals shown. Although, one source did say, “The horse shoeing 
competition was won by a Calgary smithy,” while another publication gave a similar report with 
the first-place winner’s name, but no mention of the runner-up. So, we’re left to an 
understanding of this competition derived from general information. 


Shoeing was the work of the farrier, a tradesman trained to shoe horses. Farriers are specialist 
blacksmiths qualified in this work. Their task involves shoe selection, preparation, fitting and 
final trimming. In a competition shoeing event, a farrier forges a custom-made shoe from iron 
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bar-stock, makes the requisite nail holes and shoes one hoof on a horse. Winning the competition 
is based on workmanship and completeness during a restricted time allotment. Depending on an 
event’s requirements, the time allowed could range up to an hour. It’s a hot, strenuous and 
stressful event for entrants. Even coming second is an accomplishment. 


At fair time, second-place winner, Charles P. Simmons was listed as (Simons) a blacksmith 
living in Calgary, employed in his trade by Oliver & Page a local blacksmith firm. Blacksmiths 
were in every community. In 1907 horses were essential for motive power in many industries 
and for transporting goods, the public, and individuals. Horses were everywhere and in vast 
numbers. Nearly all of them were shod, a feature that needed ongoing care. Calgary area’s horse 
population at the time topped 74,000, a number far greater than that of its 12,000 citizens. 


The term Light Horse is a classification for animals in the range of 900 — 1400 Ibs and standing 
over 58 inches (14-2 hands) high. The height of a horse is measured at the withers, a point at the 
base of the neck above the shoulder. A light horse is used primarily for riding, driving and 
racing, or for utility purposes in farming. Among light horses are the standard breds, hackneys, 
roadsters and carriage horses. The offsetting term, Heavy Horse, denotes a draft animal. 


While a winter fair in Canada lacked the mid-way and horse racing features of a summer 
exhibition, it fulfilled its purposes of promoting good agricultural breeding practises, offering a 
marketing venue for livestock, providing educational lectures and materials to farmers and 
keeping alive the traditional skills used in the industry through competitive events for cattle 
grooming, best herdsman, best method of showing, and horse shoeing. Coming after a lengthy 
winter, a fair also provided a social occasion, always a popular draw in any community. 


Shoeing revives indelible memories for some — the resounding “ping” of the smithy’s hammer on 
the anvil mixed with warm air smelling of coke burning in the forge. Today, the old-time horse 
shoeing competition lives on as one of the hugely popular attractions at The Calgary Exhibition 
and Stampede. Competitors arrive from countries around the world to compete each Stampede 
for the major cash prizes that now replace medals, and much of the fair-going public eagerly 
crams in to watch, just like they did in 1907. 
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WILLIAM ELI SANFORD AND

William Eli Sanford was born September 16, 1838 in New York City. 
He was the son of Eli Sanford, a carpenter and Emmeline Argall. 
William was orphaned by the age of 7 and came to Hamilton, Ontario 
to live with his Uncle Edward Jackson a wealthy tinsmith. Sanford 
graduated Central School and then briefly attended a private school in 
Connecticut before going to New York City to clerk in a publishing 
house. He remained in New York for about 2 years before returning to 
Hamilton in 1856 to marry his cousin Emmeline Jackson the only 
daughter of Lydia (Sanford) and Edward Jackson. William and 
Emmeline moved to London, Ontario where Sanford joined his Uncle 
Edward and Mr. Murray Anderson as a partner in the local iron 
foundry known as Anderson, Sanford and Company. 

On November 15, 1857, after only 18 months of marriage, Emmeline 
died giving birth to a child that perished soon after. Sanford was 
devastated and gave up his partnership in the iron foundry and 
returned to Hamilton. Several years later Sanford married Harriet S. 
Vaux April 25, 1866. Their union would produce 2 daughters and 2 
sons. 

After a brief but lucrative bout in the wool trade Sanford sought out 
greener pastures in the business of ready made clothing. Since most 
individuals made their clothes at home or from a tailor Sanford, with 
the help of Richard Wanzer’s new treadle operated sewing machine, 
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sensed a unique opportunity. A combination of the technology of the 
sewing machine and the invention of the band knife increased 
productivity allowing Sanford to mass produce and market ready 
made men’s apparel of good weight and style. In July of 1861 William 
Sanford partnered with Alexander McInnes to form the Sanford, 
McInnes Company.

By 1865 the company was in need of additional space for their 
growing firm and so they expanded in to an adjacent building on King 
Street East. Sales for the firm for the first year were $32,000. Ten 
years later sales had grown to $350,000 and a factory work force of 
455- Compare these exceptional numbers to Hamilton’s DON'T FORGET 
next largest clothing manufacturer with $40,000 in ___ is sowy aso 
sales and 15 workers. In 1871 Sanford and McInnes Pau 
were not only the forth largest employer in all of G ak f all 
Ontario but the largest in the clothing industry in the 

province. esc en Se 
Sanford and McInnes dissolved their partnership in 
late 1871 and Sanford brought Albert Vail and Frances 
Bickley into the business. Both men were well known 
and respected in the clothing trade. The company was 
now known as Sanford, Vail and Bickley. In 1876 the 
arrangement was extended for 3 more years when in 
1879 Bickley retired and the firm became known as

In 1881 the W.E. Sanford Manufacturing Company was 
created and the first Oak Hall retail stores were opened 
in Hamilton and Toronto.

William Sanford was a pillar of the Centenary Methodist Church from 
1868. He served as a steward, secretary of the Trust Board, treasurer, 
member of the music committee and contributed to the missionary 
and educational agencies of the Methodist Church. 

Sometime around 1879 Sanford had become a generous contributor 
and tireless fund raiser for the Conservative party. In recognition of 
his loyal efforts Sir John A. Macdonald called Sanford to the Senate 
on February 6, 1887. As Prime Minister, Macdonald could not ignore 
Sanford’s wealth, strong business contacts and exceptional leadership 
within the Methodist Congregation. The Methodist’s were thrilled that 
their leading clergymen’s successful campaign helped to enable this 
appointment. 

Sanford not only excelled in the textile industry but was highly 
successful in real estate. Sanford was once one of the largest land 
owners in Manitoba with a land holding consisting of 52,000 acres. 
Sanford also held numerous buildings and lots in Hamilton and other 
parts of Ontario. 

W.E. Sanford was a designated managing director of the 
Saskatchewan Colonization Railway Co., Vice President of the 
Hamilton Provident and Loan Co., and a director of the Exchange 
Bank of Canada. He was President of the Hamilton Board of Trade 
from 1876-1877 and served on the executive committee of the 
Canadian Manufacturers Association in 1877 and 1878. 

Throughout his adult life Sanford was a benefactor in support of 
education. As part of his commitment to the Methodist Church, 
Sanford was a director of the Wesleyan Boy’s Institute and director of 
the Wesleyan Ladies College. He would later serve as Vice President 
of the Wesleyan Ladies College from 1881-1888 and President from 
1890-1897. 

Sanford was a director of the Hamilton Art School. He also sat on the 
board for the Victoria College from 1876 until his death in 1899. 
Although Sanford seems to have endeared himself to many people 
and institutions from the Prime Minister on down not everyone was a 
fan. It was later revealed in the diary of Lady Aberdeen that she 
scorned his pretence to the institution of marriage (Sanford and his 
second wife Harriet, although living together, their lives had drifted 
apart). Lady Aberdeen also indicated her displeasure with Sanford 
who was supposedly ‘pestering’ her for a knighthood by writing that 
he was a man who is “too hopelessly vulgar and indelicate for 
anything”. 

William Eli Sanford drowned in 1899 at his summer home on Lake 
Rousseau in Muskoka. His estate was valued in excess of a million 
dollars. Everything went to his family. His widow died in 1938 at the 
age of 90. Oak Hall went in to receivership in 1923. 
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The Mistele Bros. store in Rodney, Ontario would be a perfect 
example of an outlet for Sanford’s style of ready made clothing.

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A New Description of Courteau Number 16 in the 


Wellington Series 


B303-6A1, Co 16, W 513 and WE-11B5 


Most of Courteau’s description of number 16 is basically correct; however, it is not a ten leaves variety. I 
have examined four specimens of Courteau 16 (Willey 513 and Charlton WE-11B5) and have come to the 
conclusion it is indeed a nine leaves variety. 


In my opinion the definition of the tenth leaf of the ten leaves variety is as follows; the extension from the 
tip of third leaf from top on bottom row extends with an arc parallel with second leaf from top on bottom 
row , then curves up and back in a arch to give the appearance of a leaf shape. An example of C13 in the 
ten leaves group is shown below in picture A. 


Courteau’s description of number 16 from his article titled The Wellington Tokens Relating to Canada, 
New York, 1915, reprinted from American Journal of Numismatics Vol. XLVIII is: 


16 “Obvy. The three locks of hair on neck are small, the upper one has the shape of a comma with its top 
opposite the ribbon-knot; the button is closer to lapel than to collar.” 


“Rev. Same as no. 15” 


“Edge obliquely milled” 


“Ten leaves” 


1. The top lock of hair under the ear resembles a comma 
2. The top lock resembling a comma is opposite the ribbon knot 
3. The button is closer to lapel than collar 


The next description is in conflict with Courteau’s published article of 1915. 


4. The extension line from the tip of the third leaf on bottom row extends in a straight line under 
second leaf from top on bottom row and does not resemble a leaf. In fact, the end of the straight 
line appears to have a berry attached to it. 


In addition, Courteau 16 more closely resembles Courteau 17 in 
the nine leaves variety. 


Courteau 17 is pictured to the left. 


The locks that extend to the cheeks above the ear more closely 
resemble Courteau 16. 


There is a short line that extends from tip of third leaf under the 
second leaf on bottom row similar to Courteau 16.

I have one example of Courteau 16 that is from a later state of the die. The 
deterioration of the die widens the extension line to touch the leaf above as 
pictured to the left. Number 16 is a scarce variety and it is possible that 
Courteau had only examples from a later state of die deterioration and this 
could have resulted in his assigning it as a ten leaves variety. However, in 
my opinion Courteau did not follow the attributes of the other ten leaves 
varieties when assigning it to that group; although, it could have been as 
simple as a type error in his publication. Nevertheless, it all comes down to 
we will never know the reason why Courteau assigned number 16 to the ten 


leaves group. 


This error in the description has passed and deceived serious collectors and researchers for almost a 
century. In addition, Robert Willey also cataloged Courteau 16; he assigned number 513 to this variety 
and stated it had ten leaves, and then Charlton followed assigning it catalog number WE-11B5 with ten 
leaves. I feel Willey and Charlton took Courteau’s description as accurate and copied what Courteau 


wrote as one hundred percent exact. 


In all fairness to Courteau, he correctly described hundreds of pre confederation tokens in several of his 
publications spanning more than three decades. 


I have assigned B303-6A 1 as a reference for the token Courteau referred to as number 16.

The Petrolia Business College ( Petrolia, Ont. Lambton County) commenced classes in 1910/11 by Wesley 
Reuben Stephenson,(1890-1970) this start date is not exact, however the following advertisement taken 
from The Wyoming Enterprise Sept. 26-1912 states the school graduated 80 students the previous year. 
Prior to this he was teaching school in the village of Marthaville, Ont. in 1909. ( also in Lambton County ) 


Wesley was born in Rutherford, Ont. The son of Mr. and Mrs. George Stephenson, he was a graduate 
from the Model School in Sarnia Ont. Wesley and Lillian Carr were married on the 1° of April 1913, 
Lillian also taught at the College after their marriage and possible prior. Wesley is listed as Principal. 


The College operated until 1923 at which time Wesley and Lillian moved to Windsor then London, Ont., 
returning to Petrolia reopening the College in 1934 at the above pictured location.

The Petrolia Business College advertised training in Shorthand, Commercial and Secretarial while in the 
second location. (the MacMillian Bldg.) In the earlier location (the Lancey Bldg.) the mix is less certain, 
printing of commercial forms may have been on the curriculum as well as an external income provider. 


The metal tokens use by the college are unknown to students in the later location, that places their 
usage from 1920 when purchased to the first closure in 1923. 


Paper currency was the common monetary training aid used by most of the Canadian Colleges, however 
to date an examples from the Petrolia Business College remains unknown.

‘Cwo tokens are known from the tiny hamlet of Dawn Mills in Kent County which is located about 


5 km east of Dresden. These are aluminum, octagonal 5¢ and 1¢ tokens which are 22 mm and 19 mm 
in diameter respectively. They were issued by Harvey O’Beay. 


The beginning of Dawn Mills came about in the 1820s when William Taylor received a land 
grant of 100 acres of undeveloped land along Bear Creek (now Sydenham River) from Col Thomas 
Talbot. Here he built a grist mill. The Sydenham waterway was at that time the only means of 
transportation from that part of Kent County to the Detroit area. His land grant was eventually 
expanded to 1,000 acres along the north shore of Bear Creek. Taylor eventually opened a general 
store, a lumber mill and a ship yard. The village of Dawn Mills grew up around his various 
businesses. 


In 1836, A. B. Baxter became a partner in Taylor’s store which was the first in the community. 
By the mis 1800s when the railways were being established, the Taylor family was unsuccessful in 
having a line come through Dawn Mills. The local business and economy suffered as a result. At its 
heyday, the village had six streets, 3 hotels, a church, the store and the mills with a population of 100. 
By the mis 1800s Dawn Mills was already a ghost town. 


The general store in Dawn Mills continued for a good number of years even after the decline. 
By 1876 William A. Ward was operating the store. By 1891 the store and post office were in the 
hands of W. A. Moir. He was succeeded by Harvey J. O’Beay in 1906. The Chatham Daily Planet 
of January 26" 1906 in the “District Doings” column stated that Harvey O’Beay of Thamesville was 
to open a general store in Dawn Mills. A couple of days later the column stated that Harvey O’ Beay 
and his family have removed to Dawn Mills, where Mr. O’ Beay will conduct a general store. In 1908, 
Mr. O’Beay is still listed as the owner of the general store but by 1911 Harvey O’Beay had passed 
away. He left a young widow, Mable and three sons, Morrice, born in 1901, Jack, born in 1903 and 
Norman, born in 1906. At this time Edith O’Beay, a sister of Harvey’s was working at the general 
store as a saleslady. 


Shortly after Harvey’s death, the store burned but was re-built by Mrs. O’Beay. Mable later 
married a John Gifford and they sold the store to Mr. And Mrs. J. Wilson. The post office was 
discontinued in 1918 and today there is no business operating in Dawn Mills.

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Reids Hotel - Walkerville, Ontario

Q®hortly after the Dominion House token came to light, a second hotel token in Essex made its appearance 


on eBay. This token is of brass, scalloped in shape with four scallops and 28 mm in diameter. It was good 
for 5¢ in cash if returned with a bottle. It was issued by Reid’s Hotel in Walkerville. 


There were several hotels in Walkerville during the early 1900s. Many of them changed hands and 
names on an almost continual basis making it difficult to ascertain an accurate history. George Reid was 
the proprietor of this hotel which was located at 147 Walker Road. He is first mentioned in conjunction 
with the hotel in 1910. By 1914-15, George Reid is listed in addition to being the proprietor of Reid’s hotel 
as the manager of the Can. Auto Repair and Tire Co., both at 147 Walker Road. 


He is still listed as the owner of the hotel until 1919 but the address is now listed as 173 Walker 
Road. By 1923-24, Reid’s Hotel is no longer listed and the Walkerville Hotel, owned by Peter Ailee is 
listed at 173 Walker Road. 


The Canada Census for 1911 lists George Reid as a hotel keeper. He was born in August of 1863 
and married to Nellie Reid, born in 1872. They had a daughter, Maude, born in 1889. Five servants are 
listed as living in the hotel with them. These were May Creighton, Carrie Hendrick, Harry Stone, Harry 
Christian and Ernest Curry. In addition to their family and employees, twelve boarders lived in the hotel 
including John Carey, Theodore Willey, John Wallace, Edward Britton, Edward Clarence, Robert Hooker, 
Robert Morris, Robert Turner, Ralph Kocher, James Kay, Robert Kay and Robert McDonald.
